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Letters To Go To 
Roosevelt Parents

Letters are going out to all par¬ 
ents of Eleanor Roosevelt Senior 
High school students describing the 
serious nature and hazard of cros¬ 
sing the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. This action came about 
after a meeting of concerned Roos¬ 
evelt authorities and students and 
representatives of the city, Green- 
briar and the federal government. 
The main reason for the meeting 
was to understand everyone’s role 
and responsibility and to work to¬ 
gether to do something about the 
problem and also the problem of 
students loitering in Greenbriar. 
Cooperative effort will be made by 
Greenbelt and park police in deal¬ 
ing with individual students and 
trying to develop a uniform method 
of handling violations. Records will 
be shared so that both police de¬ 
partments will be aware if a vio¬ 
lation was a first time, or second, 
or third, also of the type of disci¬ 
plinary action taken. First time 
violators may get a warning and/or 
parents notified; other violations 
will necessitate more stringent ac¬ 
tion. 

Positive Punishment 

According to Richard Clingan, 
vice-principal at Roosevelt, posi¬ 
tive punishment such as cleaning 
up the Parkway rights-of-way or 
mending Greenbriar fences when 
broken may be used. “At the be¬ 
ginning of the fall semester,” Cling 
an said, “our security officer, Mr. 
Brown* and l wgi be f 

loitering students.” Clingan plans 
“to sit down and talk with them 
in an effort to save a problem from 
developing . . . not for punitive 
reasons but for prevention of prob 
lems in the future, to help them be¬ 
come aware of their responsibilities 
as young adults. The school is 
very willing to work with the stu¬ 
dents. However when repetition 
does occur stringent measures must 
be taken for the student’s own good 
and safety.” The important thing is 
to identify the student who violates, 
especially repeaters (both those 
crossing the Parkway and loitering 
at Greenbriar.) 

Letters will also be sent to the 
entire student body (out-of-town 
ers do visit friends in Greenbelt). 
“We want to involve our students 
at Roosevelt,” Clingan added, “have 
them look at the problem and ad¬ 
dress themselves to the challenge. 
We'd like them to come up with 
other thoughts on how to handle 
the situation.” 

Roosevelt personnel will coop 
erate with all parties keeping a 
close watch on students who skip 
classes. Some students have been 
going over to Greenbriar during 
school hours. Greenbriar manage 
ment will press charges against 
anyone loitering on Greenbriar 

grounds. Authorities at Greenbri 
ar will have the fence repaired by 
the end of August.

By a 4-1 vote of council at its August 8 meeting Greenbelt will 
compete in the National Municipal League '‘All-America” Cities 
award program recognizing citizen involvement, effective organi¬ 
zation and community improvement. 

Councilman Charles Schwan was decided too late in the game to 


designated by council to head a 
citizens^ committee which must 
write the initial application Then 
if Greenbelt is selected as a finalist, 
a panel of citizens armed with in¬ 
formation and displays would at¬ 
tend the national conference on 
Government in Denver, Colorado in 
mid-November. At this conference 
the 22 finalists would each make 
formal presentations to an awards 
committee and answer questions. 

Earlier in the evening (before 
the meeting began) council and 
members of the audience viewed a 
30-minute video-tape presentation 
describing the program. Winning 
cities had based their presentations 
on citizen participation in one or 
more current projects up-grading 
the quality of life in their city. The 
initial entry form calls for a sum¬ 
mary of three current projects and 
an outline of community strengths 
and weakness. In short, the 
program does not recognize per¬ 
fection, but rather citizen action in 
conjunction with government that 
results in problem solving and/or 
community improvements 

City Manager James K, Giese 
suggested that Greenbelt’s three 
current or on-going projects might 
be the News Review, the Labor Day 
Festival and Elderly Housing. He 
also thought Greenbelt should 
stress the long-term continuous na¬ 
ture of citizen participation and 
involvement, in their community af¬ 
fairs dating all the way back to the 
first residents in October, 1937 - 
forty years ago this fall. 

White Objects 

Councilman Tom White said he 
was not impressed with the 30-min¬ 
ute presentation (the video-taped 
program). “Greenbelt has gotten a- 
long nicely for 40 years without 
such award/' he said, ^“and could 
do without it.” He “questioned it 
as an appropriate activity” for the 
city and objected to the cost and 
time required when the council is 
so busy with important matters. 
He strongly felt the city staff had

apply for this year and questioned 
“the procedure of doing this at the 
last moment.’* 

In defense of the idea, council¬ 
man Richard Pilski said he would 
“feel it a great honor if Greenbelt 
were designated as an All-American 
City.” He was in favor of going a- 
head, he said. 

“We have had forty years of cit¬ 
izen involvement,” said Schwan. 
“As a council we are proposing now 
to have others recognize our citi¬ 
zenry who have contributed so very, 
very much to this community. It 
will be money well spent.” 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld also dif¬ 
fered with White claiming that the 
entire city would be proud of win¬ 
ning. Greenbelt would receive (due) 
recognition from' many sources, (as 
a result of such an award) for “the 
quality of life that we have here. 
Citizen participation is what makes 
Greenbelt a unique community.” In 
further arguing his case he pointed 
to the National Gold Medal Award 
(hanging on the council chambers 
wall) won for our outstanding rec¬ 
reation programs, another special 
feature that Greenbelt has been 
known for over the .years. “We 
found out about the recreation a- 
ward, thought we had as good a 
program as past winners, decided 
to compete and won,” he said. 

Giese pointed out that (1) citizens 
not council or city staff would play 
the key role in working up presen¬ 
tations, (2) those persons interest¬ 
ed in attending the conference 
would probably pay their own way, 
and (3) costs would be limited to 
displays, (no mention was made of 
which organization(s) would bear 
the costs.) 

Council voted 4-1 in favor of 
proceeding with the application, 
White voting “no.” 

APB Meetings 

Council accepted a report request¬ 
ing a change bringing the Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) bylaws into 
conformity both with practice and. 
more recently, state “sunshine” 
laws. All meetings are open to the 
public, except under certain circum¬ 
stances. Council is expected to ap¬ 
prove the change at its next meet¬ 
ing. 

Sunday Sale 

On a motion by Pilski, council 
voted 3-1 to support Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Services, Inc. (GCS) in its 
bid to obtain a license to sell beer 
and wine in its Greenbelt store on 
Sundays. (The store already sells 
beer and wine Monday through 
Saturday.) Pilski argued in favor 
of support. “We have an obligation 
to the citizens of Greenbelt,” he 
said, “to provide a place within the 
city where they can pick up a 
bottle of wine for Sunday dinner 
or a six-pack before a Redskins 
game without having to go to Route 
One.” 

GCS area council member. Rev. 
Kenneth Buker, however, was sur¬ 
prised by the request. /The area 
council, he said, had not been in¬ 
formed and might not support the 
request. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi . 
preferred to wait until the next 
council meeting in order to gather 
more information and hear from 
the area council and others. But 
Herbert Broadwater, attorney for 
GCS, present in the audience, stated 
that while no date has been set 
by the county liquor board, the com¬ 
pany was hopeful their petition 
would be heard before council’s 
next meeting (Sept 11). 

In view of that fact council voted 
3 to 1 with 1 abstention. (Voting 
yes: Pilski, Schwan, Weidenfeld; 
voting no: Castaldi. White, whose 
wife is employed by GCS, abstain¬ 
ed.) 

Elderly Housing 

Council complied with a request 
from the State’s Community Devel¬ 
opment Administration (CDA) in 
passing a resolution approving the 
development of housing for the eld¬ 
erly at 22 Ridge Road. While the 
council had passed a similar reso¬ 
lution some time ago, the resolu-

Clean Water Action Project 
Canvasses Greenbelt Residents

Recently Greenbelters have answered their doorbells and 
found canvassers from the Clean Water Action Project asking for 
donations. After having closed the door they have probably asked 
themselves, what was that organization? The Clean Water Action 
Project, based in downtown Washington, is a non-profit citizers’ 
lobby which depends on small contributions as its mainstay. The 
funds received are used for research and citizen education, for 
lobbying efforts and in work geared toward obtaining wafer 
pollution legislation. 

The Project began in the late 
1960's as an outgrowth of an effort 
of Ralph Nader and David Zwick 
to investigate water pollution prob¬ 
lems. In 1971 the organization was 

1 incorporated and all ties to Ralph 
Nader were broken. The Project 
is now an independent endeavor de¬ 
pendent upon itself to raise funds. 

David Zwick, now the head of the 
Clean Water Action Project, con¬ 
tinued to lobby. In 1972 the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act (Clean 
Water Act) was passed. After 1972 
the Project researched drinking 
water problems in the United 
States, and was instrumental in lob 
hying and in organizing efforts 
which resulted in the Safe Drinking 
Water Act of 1974. The 1972 and 
1974 acts have been the focal points 
of the group's efforts. The Project 
concerns itself with seeing that a 
law is passed, subsequently carried 
out and properly implemented. 

Canvassing 

Canvassing in Greenbelt is just 
about completed and this portion of 
the program serves several impor¬ 
tant purposes. Canvassers not only 
ask for donations, but may offer pe¬ 
titions for signature. Names are 
not used individually and the peti¬ 
tions themselves are not often 
shown but as in the Fairfax County 
chloroform issue they can be help¬ 
ful, The Clean Water Action Pro¬ 
ject requested the Fairfax County 
Water Authority to investigate pos^ 
sible high levels of chloroform in 
the water. Petitions presented to the 
Board of Supervisors convinced 
that body that the people were con 
cerned and that the problem was 
important. 

Contributions are not tax deduc¬ 
tible as the group is not tax exempt. 

Therefore the group relies on small 
donations from interested citizens. 

The program works on a national 
level, yet is very concerned about 
local problems. It wishes to keep 
itself directly in touch with the 
public, not only to inform and edu¬ 
cate through canvassers well-train¬ 
ed by experts, but to make itself 
aware of the sentiments of the 
community. Feedback about local 
feelings and problems shapes the 
direction of new projects. A news¬ 
letter is sent out six times yearly 
to contributors of fifteen dollars or 
more to keep them abreast of what 
is transpiring and how they, the 
people, can help. 

Concerns 

The Clean Water Action Project 
is concerned about water for fish¬ 
ing, drinking and swimming. It is 
concerned about the quality of wa¬ 
ter* and the quantity of it. It is 
concerned about the cost of water 
which has risen from fifty cents per 
thousand gallons in the early 1970’s 
to the one dollar and sixty-eight 
cents per thousand gallons of today. 

The Project is concerned about 
sewage treatment & legislation.

$400 each to homeowners and build- 
er/developers of single-family hou¬ 
sing in Maryland. 

The grants are part of a demon¬ 
stration project in 10 eastern states, 
with Maryland receiving a total of 
950 grants. The grant is intended 
to cover part of the equipment cost 
to install a domestic solar hot-water 
system only.
